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Remarks 

Claims 83 and 84 having been amended, and claims 1-3, 5, 7, and 82 having been 
canceled, the pending claims are claims 59, 61, 71-73» 75, 83 and 84. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

Claims 83 and 84 have been amended to alter the dependencies of the claims. 

The 35 U-S-C- 6112. First Paragraph. Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, a$ 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. This rejection is respectfully 
traversed. In the interests of furthering prosecution, claims 1-3 and 7 have been canceled, 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. This rejection is respectfiiUy traversed; however, claims 1-3 and 7 
have been canceled, thereby rendering this rejection moot. 

The 35 U,S-C- SI 12. Second Paragraph, Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 5, 82-84 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicants regard as the invention. Claims 5 and 82 have been canceled because they are 
of the same scope as claims 72 and 59, respectively, and claims 83 and 84 have been amended to 
depend upon claims 72 and 59, respectively. 
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Summary 

It is respectfully submitted that the pending claims 59, 61, 71-73, 75, 83 and 84 are 
in condition for allowance and notification to that effect is respectfully requested. The Examiner 
is invited to contact Applicant's Representatives, at the belovi^-listed telephone number, if it is 
believed that prosecution of this application may be assisted thereby.
